written by Harry Kursh,.

Ispection Service has prevcnt- 
od mail-order quackery from 

( becoming possibly the great- 
!est. swindle of all time, the 
:article said.

PUBLIC BILKED 
Despite this effort, howev- 

evr, the American public last 
year was bilked out of $50 
million by mail-order medi­ 
cal frauds.

"For the mo«t part," the 
article said, "medical mail­ 
order frauds operate on two 
related t h e o r i e s namely, 
that   o m   people will pay 
anything for a professed 'mir­ 
acle.' and that a certain per­ 
centage of gullible persons 
can be found on almost any 
mailing list, maWng up the 
so-called 'sucker' list.

"Accordingly, high on the 
'gyp parade are preparations 
and devices that, appeal to 
vanity, and 'cures' or treat­ 
ments for ailments for which 
no effective treatments are 
known. These range from 
bosom developers and "diet- 
less" reducing schemes based j 
on pills, tonics and gadgets, 
to the most tragic of all nos­ 
trums, 'cures' for victims of 
heart diseases, arthritis, 
rheumatism and cancer."

The mail-order quack, no 
matter how harmless his cure 
or gadget, is a potential kill­ 
er, the article said. Mail-order 
quackery causes misery, in­ 
jury and death by delaying 
early and proper treatment 
by a physician, it said, add­ 
ing: | 

"Time after time, postal in-j 
spectors have seen such de- • 
lays spell the difference be-) 
tween life and death." I 

A current danger is t h e i 
widespread traffic in appe-| 
tite depressants, promoted; 
;md pushed as schemes fori 
lietless reducing.

WORTHLESS
"Without exception, these

mail-order 'diet' plans are
worthless or misleading." the
article said. "What's worse,

the most vulnerable suckers 
on the mailing list are those 
who have ailments frequent­ 
ly associated with obesity  
such as diabetes, thyroid dis­ 
ease, and heart, liver, and kid­ 
ney trouble. For these hap­ 
less victims, dieting without 
a physician's guidance, like 
almost any form of self-medi­ 
cation, is fraught with dan­ 
ger."

Protecting oneself from 
mail frauds can be a simple 
matter of regarding any ther­ 
apy, device, treatment, rem­ 
edy or cure sold bylnail with 
suspicion, especially if it 
makes sweeping claims for 
success.

"In any case, your best 
protection is your own doc­ 
tor," said the article. "If you 
think a treatment is some­ 
thing he may not have heard 
about, he can look into it a 
lot more quickly and reliably 
than you can."
